Your set of our reports is 
almost complete - 1903 was really a small 
introductory volume; 1904 is out of print and 
difficult to get. However, we did find one for 
you, although the second part is rather 
dilapitated. Those for 1916 and 1917 are also 
being sent teday but I do not imagine they will 
be of special interest to you. We have published 
nothing since 1933 and with a depleted staff and 
reduced estimates, the prospects of again issuing 
reports are not very bright at the moment but 
better days may be ahead.

NAPANEE, March 17— A very sad 
death occurred in the Kingston Gen- 
eral Hospital on Wednesday when 
Mrs. Frank Clarke of Bethany, North 
Fredericksburg, passed away. The 
deceased, who had been afflicted 
with goitre for some time, under- 
went an operation in the hospital 
from which she did not rally. 

Mrs. Clarke was a life-long resi- 
dent of North Fredericksburg and 
was a daughter of Mrs. W. R. Miller 
and the late Mr. Miller. Before her 
marriage she was Miss Helen Marie 
Miller. A devout member of the 
United Church, she took a keen in- 
terest in the several departments of 
the church work at Bethany, includ- 
ing the Women’s Missionary Society, 
the Ladies Aid Society, the Sunday 
School and the choir. Gifted with 
a@ very fine personality, she was held 
in high esteem by her many friends 
and she will be greatly missed in her 
home and in church and social cir- 
cles. Besides her husband she leaves 
two sons, Harry and Carl Clarke, 
and two daughters, Jean and Eliza- 
beth Clarke, also her mother, Mrs.

Cattle trade was active from the 
opening. Weighty steers mofed be- 
tween $6.25-$7.25 with some choice 
heavies. reaching up to $7.50. Good 
butcher steers and heifens finished at 
$6.75-$7 and a few light steers trad- 
ed at $7.25. Common butchers sold 
downward to $5.50. 

Butcher cows manged from $3.75- 
$5.25 and cannens and cutters $2.50- 
$3.50. Good butcher bulls brought 
$5-$5.50 and bolognas sold at $4.50- 
$5. Fed calves sold at $7 for me- 
diums and wp to $9.35 for choice with 
one at $9.50. Small lots of plain 
quality stockers were quoted at $5- 
$5.50 and a few good feeders sold at 
$6 owt. Milkers and springers contin- 
ued dull with prices on tested kinds 
from $40-$70 each, 

Choice veal calves traded within a 
range of $9.50-$10 with a few koshers 
selling up to $10.50. Common lights 
sold from $6-$7 owt. Exporters took 
780 good calves for the United States. 

The hog market opened 10-25 cents 
lower at $9-$9.15 off-trucks for bacons 
and held steady at the close. Sows 
were $6.50-$7 on the ofif-truck basis. 

Included among sheep and. lamb 
receipts were 1,800 from the west. 
Lambs brought $8.75-$9 for good 
ewes and wethers and culls $6.50- 
$7.50 cwt. Sheep sold at $2.50-$5 
cwt., according to quality.
